According to the American Library Association’s Office 
of Intellectual Freedom, there was a record number 
of demands to censor library books and resources in 


2022—the highest number since the organization be- 
gan compiling data about censorship more than 29 years ago. 


I’m proud to work at Lake Bluff Library because of our organization’s 
strong support of the right to read. In fact, the Board of Trustees ap- 
proved the Library’s Values Statement in 2929, which states intellectual 
freedom, democracy, and diversity as expressed values of the Library and 
at the heart of what we do. It goes on to say the Library rejects views of 
exclusivity, including censorship, racism, and prejudice and states that 
the Library strives to be a safe and welcoming place for all patrons. We’re
